Man is a self-conscious being, conscious of others and 
God-conscicus.

The rest are evils arising out of the one sin. Man will always 
strive to oppose his conscience tjill he understands, in the 
inmost recesses of his soul, that he has been created to do 
the service which will bring satisfaction to the love of God. 

It ocenrs to very few that they are definitely and 
‘directly responsible for exercising one of the infinitude of

No direct action has been taken for the instantaneous 
removal of inherent evil, namely, the process of evolution.

_reaches the lowest point of the downward thrust, the ten- 
dency of the substance created—matter—is towards the 
“rectilinear motion of inertia, to move permanently along 
a straight line.
